* A certain candidate who was sent to an 
adjoining town for the Intest election re- 
turns was seen returning Wednesday, 
driving through the village ata break-neck 
gait, stopping now and then to enquire of 
passing farmers ifhe could rely on their 
support for the post office, which pays 

ary of $200 per annum. No less than 
four petitions are in the street, and when 
the natives see a hatless, coatless Individuai 
ko past on the run they know he Is a candi- 
date for the post office.” 


Canadians could never have believed 
that such a state of things could or would 
ever exist in the Dominion. They are 
mistaken, a number of fishery overseers in 
the Maritime Provinces have been dis- 
missed for no reason other than the fact of 
their being Conservatives, and their petty 
offices ranging from $50 to $200 por 
annum bestowed upon those whose do- 
mands were ‘‘loud and long,”’ and whose 
insatiable thirst for office had to be ap- 
peased, fearing they would ‘wake and thrill 
the throng.”

I ulariz mewhat concerning 
the mvenien f he home of 
ours Special reference Is here made 
to count home | ae woll-known 
that, as a rule, they are not provided 
With the many little conveniences 
that city homes contain. And why not? 
let us ask 

This article is not written to con- 
trast our homes with other but as 
my wife and I planned it and had it 
bullt, of course know more of it than 
we know of others, I may be pardoned 
for speaking of some things our home 
conains, We bullt our house in 1854, 


after having bullt houses on paper for 
two three years We visited other 
homes with our eyes open to learn the 
best arrangements of rooms, with faci- 


or 


litles for doing work with least labor, 
to secure an abundance of sunlight, 
ete. 

Our old house was so situated that 
the living rooms were on the north 
side, while the parlor was ‘the only 
sunny room We resolved to reverse 


this, and our kitchen and sitting room, 
the two rooms in use every day in the 
year, both face the morning 6un, or 
more properly, the south. We tried for 
a long time to arrange to have the 
woodshed adjoin the kitchen, so that 
in filling the kitchen stove one need 
only raise the welghted door and take 


the wood from the wood-box just 
through the partition wall; but the 
dairy-room presented stronger claims, 
and so came in between the kitchen 
and woodhouse. I wish to say a word 
concerning th construction of this 
dalry-room. 

Observation and experience had 
taught us the fmportance of getting 


the purest air in the dairy-room, and 
we were Well aware this could not be 
secured without a perfect system of 
sewerage. I would here remark that 
the one gigantic evil not only in hun- 
dreds of farm houses but in scores of 


cresmeries and cheese faotoris, Is 
the lack of proper facilities for per- 
fect drainage. We resolyed to spare 


no pains to secure this all-important 
feature. Our system in brief was this. 
Four-inch glazed stone sewer pipe was 
laid $330 feet fro; the house, discharg- 
ings over a strip of meadow land, Cast- 


jron pipe in the cellar connects with 
this sewer pipe, and pipes suitably 
trapped canry all waste water from 


the dairy-room, pantry, Kitchen and 
bathroom, 

The old spring that furnished the 
family water supply for more than 
three-quarters of a century used to be 
brought to a trough a rod or two out- 
side the kitchen door. Letanyone who 
calls this handy make a computation 
of the distance traveled in ‘the course 
of a year. Suppose the distance from 
the water tub to the kitchen stove to 
be 20 feet, and a dozen pails used each 
day (which no ceubl Is toc law an es- 
timate). This spring, which stands at 
44 degrees in summer Is still the stand- 
by at “Cold Spring Farm.” Instead of 
stopping at a trough outside, the pipe 
comes into the cellar, where we have 
a stop cock and faucet; so if we need 
to shut off the water we can, or draw 
off water to use. The pipe then nuns 
through the dairy-room, with hose at- 
lachment faucets, so water is run 
through a rubber hose into the churn, 
or for other purposes. Two cast-iron 
sinks were put in the floor, into one of 
Which the skim-milk is run, and is 
carried in iron pipes to the pig-pen 
some distance away; the other carries 
all waste water into the main sewer, 
From the dairy-room the water pipe 
comes jto the kitchen, and through 
the range, being heated by two coils 
of brass inch pipe extending on three 
sides of the fire-box. Hot and cold 
Water are always at hand in the sta- 


tlonary washtubs, in bathroom and 
pantry. 

Occosionally a farmer whose tool- 
house is filled with farm machinery

The weather is intensely cold, and the 
streets are a mass of ice, over which 
flows the incoming tide as it slowly 
rises.

Farmers Had to Flee. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Dec. 1.—The Chip- 
pewa River is jammed with ice in sev- 
eral places from the Dells Sortin 
works, just below Bau Claire, to Grav 
Island, two miles from Chippewa Falls. 
The backwater at Chippewa is accumu- 
lating rapidly, flooding part of the 
town, and is up to 18 feet. Alarming 
reports are received as to the possibil- 
ity of the ice jam breaking and precipi- 
tating a great mass of water on Eau 
Claire. About 20 miles of the valley 
division of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad, south of Hau Claire, 
is under water and ice; there have 
been no trains for three days. On the 
lowlands below Durrand the rise was 
so rapid that many families had to flee 
in thetr night robes to places of safety. 
The suffering among the women and 
children was intense, and many have 
frozen feet and limbs. Those who 
could do so fled to the railroad track. 
There they built a fire, and tried to pro- 
tect themselves from the frosty winds 
until rellef arrived. An engine and 
coach sent out from Durrand gathered 
up 40 or 50 of these people. The bot- 
toms are all under water, and the stock 
and produce are a complete loss. 


Blizaard in Texas. 

St. Louis, Mo,, Dec, 1.—A severe bliz- 
zard has been raging in portions of 
Texas during the past 48 hours. At 
Houston, Victoria and Eagle Pass, the 
heaviest snowstorm of recent years 1S 
raging. It is not thought that cattle

Chippewa Falls, Wis., Dec, 1.—The 
ice gorge is unbroken, and the water 
is now running over the lower section 
of the city, and steadily rising. All 
hope of breaking the gorge is abandon- 
ed, and all attention is given now to 
saving household goods and merchan- 
Every team in the city is kept 


busy moving people and effects to 
pluces of safety. At 9 o'clock this 
morning the water had crept up to the 
bridge and to the postoffice, two blocks 
from the river. ‘The river is naw 22 
feet above low-water mark. 

Vhe Wiscousin Central tracks are cover- 
ed with water two feet deep, and the 
Omaha tracks are used in the transfer of 
trains at Eau Claire. Duncan Creek, a trl- 
butary to the Chippewa River, here, Js also 
doing much damage, as the water is back- 
ing up in it from the river. The Chip- 
pewa Lumber and Boom Company's mill 
uud lumber yards are all under water, 
Every resident and business man ob River- 
street hus moyed out.

The Various Committecs Met and Mapped 
Out the Work for the Annual

Ottawa, Dec. 1.—(Special.)—The vari- 
ous committees of the Ottawa Synod 
are in session in the city considering 
matters that will come before the 
Synod at its next meeting in June. 
A somewhat important report was 
made by Chancellor Lewis of the di- 
Vision of the diocesan funds between 
the Diocese of Ontario and the Diocese 
of Ottawa.

THE GERMAN BUDGET, 





Admiral You Holimann Tells of the Cost of 
Replacing the Fleet. 


- Berlin, Dec. 1—The debate on the 
estimates was resumed to-day in the 
Reichstag, Admiral Von Hollmann, 
Secretary of the Navy, declared that 
in order to replace the German fleet 
the value of which was 320,000,000 
marks (about $76,000,000) by new ves- 
sels, the sum of 32,000,000 marks an- 
nually, or 10 per cent of the value of 
the fleet, should be provided in the 
budget. The Government, however, 
he explained, only asked for 20,000,000 
marks (about $4,750,000). He paid a 
warm tribute to the sailors of the Ger- 
man warship Itlis, who went down off 
the coast of China, while cheering for 
the Emperor. This reference to the 
gallantry of the German sailors was 
warmly applauded. 

Count Von Bosadowsky-Webner, Minister 
of the Imperial Treasury, stated that It 
Was Impossible to Ignore the right of the 
various feder ' t to a proportion of 
the surplus of too Imperial revenue, and 
he expressed «a hope that an agreement 
would be reached by the Government and 
the Chamber so that the federal states 
would not be subjected to excessive de- 
mands. He also hoped, he sald, that the 


redemption of the public debt wonld be 
pushed, 

Relalve to the operation of the sugar 
tax law Count Von Bosadowsky-Welner 
would express no opinion, saying he be- 
lleved the Inw had not yet been long 


enough in operation to render it adyisable 
to do so, The subject of abolishing the 
bountles on sugar, however, was still being 
considered by the Government.

The blast furnace, he 
Bald, und a capacity of two hundred 
ions a day, andi required four hundred 
tons a day to feed the furnace. an 
average of 120 tons a day could b¢ 
produced, Since the works started 
about 10,000 dons of native ore had been 
used, at a cost of $3.50 a ton, About 
21,000 tons of pig tron had been turned 
out, and of this 10,000 tons had been 
sold, the works not yet having found 
& sufficient market for its production. 
The company had paid $66,000 in 
Trelghts for the furnace supply and 
$7000 In outward bound frieghts. An 
average of $1150 a week had been pa‘d 
in wages, 125 men being employed at 
the furnace, The plant had cost about 
#490,000, and the compiiny had not yet 
reaped a cent from the enterprise. 

Mr, Milne desived a fair share of en- 
couragement for the smelting works 
from the present Government, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that if the duty 
and bounty on tron were to be removed 
it would be a long time before capital 
could be Induced to’ invest In another 
smelting enterprise in this country. 
The company got as much of its ore as 
possible from the Canadian shores of 
Lakes Ituron and Supertor, He esti- 
mated the duty, $4 per ton, to be about 
55 per cent., In addition to which en- 
couragement the iron manufacturers 
were receiving a bounty of $2 per ton. 

Pig iron, according to the speaker, is 
a finished product, and should not be 
confounded with raw material. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding was inclined to 
differ with Mr. Milne on this point, 
opining that if pig tron were not raw 
materal it would be hard to find such 
an article, 

Mr. Milne went on to say that the 
Americans had had largely the control 
of the Canadian markets, but since the 
establishment of the smelting works 
it would be necessary for them to come 
down In their prices in order to com- 
pete with the local institution. At pre- 
scent the price of pig iron in Hamilton 
is $15.65. The fact was emphasized that 
the duty and bounty should remain 
undisturbed, 

A. T. Wood, M.P., invited the commis- 
sioners to visit the smelting works, and 
it was decided to do so immediateiy 
after luncheon. 

Mr, C, 1B, Doolittle, representing the 
Ontario Rolling }Ulls, an institution re- 
presenting a cash investment of $300,- 
000 and employing 0 men, asked for 
& considerable reduction in the duty on 
scrap iron and bituminous coal, the 
latter now being held at 100 per cenw 
ad valorem and the former at §2 perc 
ton, The speaker urged that his mills 
could turn out 250 tons of bar iron a 
day, which was more than the entire 
Dominion could consume, yet there 
are eight or nine mills doing business 
in the country. He belleved. if the 
duty on manufactured products was 
to be changed, it should be made speci- 
fic and not ad valorem,

The canned fruit industry was repre- 
sented by W. P, Innes.

Ferguson, Delhi, president of the Can- 
ners’ Association; A. C, Miller, ex-

mer; Thomas *.ihan, St. Catharines 
In this connection W. C. Breckenridge 
represented the tin plate feature of the 
industry and P. D, Carse the labels, 

Mr. Innes pointed out that fruit pack- 
ing in this country was a comparative- 
ly new industry, and was being carried 
on extensively throughout Canada, ex- 
cept in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territory. There is $500,000 invested in 
the Industry, and more than 3000 people 
directly employed for six months cof 
each year. The canners pay out $500,- 
000 a year to farmers, and an equal 
sum for solder, labels, etc., all manu- 
factured in the Dominion. The duties 
at present were: Vegetables, 12 cents 
a pound ; fruits, 2 cents a pound. He 
Wanted the import duty on vegetables 
and meats*to be left alone, and tin 
plate, etc.,, on the free list. He asked 
that the duty on evaporated fruits be 
shanged from 25 per cent. ad valorem 
to a specific duty of 21-2 cents a pound.

A LADY BURNED. 











Mrs, Auld of Montreal the Victim of a 
Luuip Explo: om—Young Man 
Shot Himecif, 


Montreal, Dec. 2.—(Special,)—Yhe 
home of Mr. John Auld, proprietor of 
the Canadian Cork Cutting Company, 
26 MeGregor-street, was the scene of 
a fire early this morning, which re- 
sulted in the-death of Mrs. Auld at 
the general hospital at 11 a.m, Mrs, 
Auld’s brother, Mr. S. H, Ewing, was 
awakened at his residence, 100 Cotes 
des Nelges-road, at 2 o'clock and told 
that his sister's house was on tire. 
Going over as qu’ckly as he could he 
learned that a lemp had exploded in 
Mrs. Auid's bedroom and that she had 
been much burned by the blazing cil. 
Her husband, who had not retired, 
half dragged, half carr¥ed her to the 
house of Mr. Joseph Learmont, 30 Mve- 
Gregor-street, and Drs. Roddick, Fin- 
ley and Gurd were telephoned for; ul- 
So the general hospital ambulance. 
The lady was removed to the general 
hospital, where she died at 11 o'clock 
to-day. The house was burned. 
Albert Desmarteau, son of the Gov- 
ernor of St. Helen's Island, shot him- 
self to-day with a revolver. He stat- 
ed to Fire Chief Benoit, who was call- 
edin, that it was an accident, but the 
young man was |! nown to be despon- 
dent over a love affair, He Is not ex- 
pected to live. 

In the police court this morning 
Judge Desnoyers delivered judgment 
in the case against Capt. John Delisle, 
who is charged with manslaughter.

A TURKISH BATH AT HOME 


A Natural Stimulus Which Invigorates 
ne Nothing Else Will 


“Of all forms of prevention of dls- 
ease none appeal eo directly to 
mon sense as that of baths,” says Dr.

It has accomplished more as a 
remedy than any other one agency, 
and has never been known to injure 
when applied under competent direction 
The action of heat, which constitutes 
the main feature of the Turkish bath, 
iIncrcuses the vigor of elimination and 
gives full opportunity for the destruc- 
tion uf polsonous ptomaines, which are 
buickly rendered inert or thrown out 
entirely.

To have a Turkish bath at home 
seems well nigh’ 1 spossible, but if the 
folowing directions are carried out will 
repay for the trouble.

A bath-room is more convenient, but 


as many homes in tthe country lack 
this any small room will do, It is 
necessary thatthe walls have a hard 


finish; two coats of paint will accom- 
plish this, if the walls are not papered;

It should be large and 
easy. <A steamer chair is the best 
Open the top of the window a little 
and put in a frame, covered with sev- 
eral thicknesses of cheese cloth; venti- 
lation Is necessary, as the bath would 
not be a success without fresh air. A 
pan of water should be mounted or 
propred up with small blocks of wood 
over a kerosene or spirit lamp. The 
latter is best and can be bought at 
any vrug store and wood alcohol used 
in it. 

The chair is placed over this pan. A 
tea Kettle and another lamp is needed 
in order to fill the roam with steam, 
but if the room is heated by a stove, 
the kettle may be put on it to boil 
About fifteen minutes before the bath 
is to be taken, the lamp under the 
pan of water is lighted, also the one 
under the kettle, and if the bath-room 
is used, the tub ids filled with boiling 
water, One should be wrapped in only 
a sheet and upon aitting down in the 
chatr a large heavy blanket should be 
thrown all around and tucked in closely 
at the neck, and fixed so that the head 
rests on several folds against the 
back of the chair. 

The steam arising from the pan under 
the chair will. not cause discomfort, 
but as soon as perspiration is well 
started the blank t may be discarded. 
A glass of cold water should be taken 
While steaming. After one is thor- 
oughly steamed, the cooling process is 
accomplished by turning out the lamps 
and taking a dip In the warm water 
of the tub, or by sponging off in water 
which is gradually cooled The body 
should be thoroughly rubbed with a 
rubber bath brush and rough towels, 
after which one ahould rest for an hour 
before galing out of doors 

It has been said by an observing per- 


son that passing along the streets of 
a clty it was possible to distinguish 
people who were In the habit of tak- 


ing frequent Turkish baths from those 
who were not. While not prepared to 
this opinion, I am sure a trial 
home Turkish bath will im-

be attacked, The committee, he added, 
would advocate the creation of ade- 
quate fixed defences and troops suffi- 
clent to cope with any possible enemy 

Mr R. RAR Dobell moved Uthat the 
meeting proceed to the election of offi- 
cers of the league for the ensuing year, 
and the motion was carried, The 
Marquis of Hartington was elected 
president, Mr. A. J. Balfour and the 
Marquis of Dufferin were among the 
vice-presidents chosen, and R. R, Do- 
bell, J. M. Macdonald, Sir Donald A. 
Smith and Sir Charles Tupper were 
chosen among others as members ‘of 
the council, All of the elections were 
unanimous. 

Mr. Dobell delivered a speech, in 
which he said that Great Britain stood 
in the glorious position of having dis- 
carded all attempts at a retaliatory 
policy. Canada, he declared, was sco 
ond to none of thé colonies in her loy- 
alty to England. Canada admired the 
wonderfal success of the United States, 
but had a greater admiration for the 
furl ioe and generosity which this 
country has shown towards the United 
States for the last twenty-five years, 
There was great reason to hope, he 
said, that these sentiments had not 
been thrown away, and the time was 
coming when the United States would 
appreciate them. 

The Duke of Devonshire said that the 
merchants of London might suggest the 
means of establishing better under- 
standing between the Home Govern- 
ment and the colonies. Through the 
agency of the league great progress 
had been made in recent years for co- 
lonial defence. The colonies knew ex- 
actly what the Government would un- 
dertake in case of an attack, and 
what would be expected of themselves. 
The Government attached the greatest 
importance to the renewal in some 
form or other of naval arrangements 
with Australla-Asia. He hoped that 
the time would soon come when an- 
other conference would be held to re- 
consider that arrangement, and extend 
it to the other colonies, and also ¢x- 
pressed a hope that the opportunity 
would then be taken to reopen the dis- 
cussion of the whole question of colon- 
ial defence. The Lord Mayor, who pre- 
sided, said that the most fitting man- 
ner In which to celebrate the sixtieth 
anniversary of the reign of Queen Vic- 
toria would be to lay at the feet of the 
First Lady of the world a great scheme 
for the absolute and perfect unity of 
the British Empire. (Great cheering.) 

Referring to Prof. Goldwin Smith's 
statement that the ultimate goal of 
Canada was its absorption by the 
United States, Mr. Dobell said he be- 
lieved that if Imperial Federation was 
effected it might be possible to absorb 
the United States, and he continued; 
“I am sure that every part of the em- 
pire will welcome back the wandering 
child." 

Sir Charles Tupper spoke of the pro- 
found belief felt In Canada and by 
himself in the work and aims of the 
learue, and referring to the statement 
of the Duke of Devonshire that it was 
the duty of the colonies to provide for 
the adequate defence, Sir Charles de- 
clared that no people in the whole em- 
pire were readler than the Canadians 
to contribute to the defence of the em- 
pire.

FOURTEEN ITALIANS KILLED. 


King Humbert's Consul and a Number of 
Officers Ambushed By Somalis. 


Rome, Dec. 3.—Advices from: Zanzi- 
bar tell of the massacre of Signor 
Cechi, the Italian Consul, and the 
Italian offloers with him at Magadoxo, 
Somaliland It is stated that fourtcen 
itallans were killed. The caravan was 
uked during the night by the So- 
malis. The latter were repulsed at 
first, but raliled later, and continually 
attacked the retreating caravan. The 
Itallans and their escorts of Askaris 
fought desperately, but were even- 
tually overpowered. 

So soon as the news of the fighting 
reached Mogadoxo a detachment of 
sallors and a force of Askaris were 
sent to the assistance of the caravan, 
but they arrived too late to save the 
It@iians. The rescue party recovered 
bodies and arrested many Somali 
tribesmen who took part in the mas- 
sacre, These prisoners were punished 
in an exemplary manner.

Tho Emperor Cautions the Milltary Against 
Antagonizing Civilians. 


Berlin, Dec. 4.—The Hanoyer Anzel- 
ger says that the Emperor paid a visit 
last evening to the Hanover Riding 
School, where he addressed the young 
officers. His Majesty in the course 
of his remarks deplored the act of 
Lieut. Baron Von Brusewitz, who a 
short time ago avenged an insult by 
running a civilian through with his 
sword in a cafe at Carlsruhe, and cau- 
tioned the officers against doing any- 
thing to create antagonism between 
the officer corps and the civilian class. 
Anyhow, he said, officers would better 
not show any feeling of antagonism to- 
wards civilians. 

The Lokal Anzeiger publishes a Con- 
stantinople despatch, reporting that the 
Emperor and Empress of Germany 
will visit Jerusalem on Easter Sunday, 
1897, to attend to the consecration of 
the Evangelical Church, built on the 
site given to the late Emperor Fred- 
erick by the Sultan.

While 
there was a tariff of a cent a pound 
on laundry soap and 35 per eent. on 
Ollet soap, the recent treaty with 
France permitted undue competition 
from that source, Mr. McMechan also 
hought that the 20 per cent. on cot- 
ton seed oll should be reduced. He 
thought tollet soaps should be put at 
five cents a pound and 10 per cent. 

A. Keenleyside & Co., manufacturers 
of lard oll, said raw material was ad- 
mitted free, but they objected to the 
duty of elght cents on the barrels.

Marie to New York 
From Buffalo to the seaboard via the 
Lehigh Valley Road, the distance is 
about 450 miles, and an additional 160 
miles will cover Bie distance to God- 
erich, from which an air steamship 
line can be had to the Soo, A glance 
at the map will show that the distance 
from the Sault to New York via Parry 
Sound, Ottawa, Coteau Landing or 
Prescott is a good deal greater than 
the combination route allered to have 
been secured by the Canadian Pacific. 

A very interesting case has just been 
settled out of court and a big estate 
will remain pretty nearly intact. Some 
time ago Mr. Joe Masson, well known 
to the fast set in Montreal and Paris, 
died, leaving an estate valued at a 
litle less than half a million dollars, 
Deceased had been interdicted for some 
years and had a wife here, but, owing 
to @ peculiar feature of the old Mas- 
son family wills, the bulk of the estate 
could not go to the widow. To the 
surprise, however, of relatives and 
friends, young Masson willed his entire 
estate to a Parisian lady with whom 
he had been on terms of intimacy 
while sojourning in the French capital. 
It comes out, however, to-day that the 
French lady has not been exacting, and 
has agreed to accept the comparatively 
small sum of $10,000 and call quits. 

Mr, Michael, a clever French-Cana- 
dian lawyer, who is looking after the 
interests of the family here, has cer- 
tainly made a splendid bargain with 
the bereaved Parisian.

The people you 
shipped off here are, with few excep- 
tions, most unsuited to the country 
and are utterly helpless. The language, 
food and customs are totally different, 
besides which these shipping people 
held out inducements that the Brazil- 
jan Government never authorized. 
Some few are sticking to the immigra- 
tion house here till they get the pro- 
mised cottage, with everything free for 
a year. Cruel delusion. However, the 
bulk of these have gone bravely out, 
with the intention of making the best 
of a bad bargain; but I fear very few 
of them will do any good, They will 
drift back here and help to swell the 
band of hangers-on around the Consu- 
late. My colleague in Santos and my- 
self are doing all we can to relieve 
them, and If we can we shall induce 
the Brazilian Government to send them 
back to you.”

goods. The National Conncil of Wo- 
men, headed by Her Excellency Lady 
Aberdeen, have been active in thy mat- 
ter, and exert their influence to have 
all immoral literature and _ pictures 


kept out of the country. 

The Fisheries Department has for 
years experienced trouble in enforcing 
the regulations in Lakes St. Louis and 
St Francis, and, as the outc me of 
the illegal fishing which has been prac- 
tised, the lakes in question ar> serlous- 
ly depleted. Three petitions haye bern 
received, advocating th: total prohibi 
tion of net fishing in these waters, but 
on account of the poverty of many of 
those who engage in the fishing buel- 
ness, the department will allow the use 
of gill nets under the ice throughout 


the winter. Next year, seine net fish- 
ing will not be allowed, 

The Dairy Commissioner has received 
many applications for aid for the 
Northwest creameries. The intention 
{s, however, not to set In operation an 
unlimited number of new establish- 
ments, The parliamentary appropria- 
tion is limited and about 15 are as 
many as the department will be In a 
position to establish next season. 

Enquiries at the different banks to- 
day elicited the information that set- 
tlements were promptly met. The Bank 
of Commerce reports that payments 
showed a marked improvement during 
the past few months, and the propor- 
tion of payments was good. 

Union Bank Manager Anderson, 
speaking generally, said that notes were 
fairly well met. Bad roads had some- 
what interfered with remittances, but, 
with good traveling, he thought that 
business prospects for the future were 
most bright. Notes were very well 
met and he had every reason to believe 
that every note would be taken up. 

Bank of Ottawa business improving. 
Notes were met and very few renewals, 

Banque Nationale had a very heavy 
day. Payments were well met, and few 
renewals asked for. 

Although a large number of grain 
vessels were laid up through the sum- 
mer, the gross tonnage of the Soo 
Canal increased materially over last 
year. This season, from the 4th of 
May up to the 30th of November, there 
were 5080 vessels passed through, and 
last year, from September 9th, when 
the canal was opened, to Noy. 27th, 
the number was 1173. 

A prominent Quebec politician, in 
town to-day, speaking of the rumor- 
ed approval by Sir Adolphe Chapleau 
of the terms of the school settlement, 
eaid that instead of this being the 
case, it was far more likely the Uieut.- 
Governor would be found resigning 
his position at a very early date, and 
testing the feeling of the province 
against the Laurier settlement at the 
forthcoming provincial elections, Sir 
Adolphe has just one year more in his 
present office. 

Representations have been made to 
the Customs Department in favor of 
placing a small revenue cutter off the 
Cape Breton coast between Cape North 
and Scattenle. Liquor smugglers of 
St. Pierre-Miquelon are changing their 
base of operations and running cargoes 
of contraband ashore in the secluded 
bays of Cape Breton. Although there 
are good oflicers of customs stationed 
on the island, it is utterly impossible 
to keep watch over the tremendous 
coast Hne without a cutter, and such 
will have to be procured by the de- 
partment if the revenue is to be pro- 
tected. 

Hon. J. I. Tarte leaves again in two 
weeks for Manitoba. He has business 
connected with his department which 
there was not time for him ‘to put 
through on his recent trip, therefore 
he now ,éturns to give attention to 
it. Mr. Tarte left this morning for 
Cornwall.

In the suggestions for the working of the 
school and the teaching of the lesson, I will 
give only those that have been tested. You 
nay remember such as apply to your varied 
Classes.

Dis 
courage the bad by encouraging the good, 
Knlist the interest of the scholars by giving 
them something definite to do, 

Written reviews at the end of the quarter

Always remember to apply the truths of 
the lesson and have a short review with 
this object at the close of your lesson, Re 
meoiber those who linger it may be to have 
a talk with you. 

Do not forget that it took four men to 
carry the sick mau to be healed ; bring the 
troublesome scholars before the teacher's 
meeting.

I refer now particul 
arly to the raising of prunes ani dry- 
ing them. Tihhe prune crop is the one 
which I have the most, though I have 
a variety of plums and other small 
fruit. 

“As the ranch is comparatively new 
I have not yet built dry houses, trays 
and the apparatus generally used. 
However, at Banning the air is hot 
and dry, and dryhouses are not really 
needed. Not having trays, I cut forty 
acres of alfalfa just before beginning 
the curing of the prunes and spread 
them out on the alfalfa ground, I 
found this worked very well. 

“But I will now make arrangements 
for trays, so thai I will have them 
next year. While I am east I will also 
get other apparatus that is necessary in 
carrying on a fruit ranch. Pesides 
this, I want, if I can, to sell the crop 
in the east, shipping direct, so as to 
avoid the payment of commissions. I 
think this ds the real way to market 
a California orop. 

“Banning, where the ranch is, fs a 
pretty place, five hours’ ride from Yu- 
ma, In the edge of the great Colorado 
desert. It is the first green spot reach- 
ed after passing the desert. It is 2300 
feet above the level of the sea, and 
many invalids go there because of the 
fine, dry air. 

“The little town of some 300 people 
ocoupics a pass between San Jacinto 
Mountain and Grayback Mountain. On 
these picturesque mountains snow may 
be seen all the year, I like fruit- 
raising very much. It is an independ- 
ent business and I find no difficulty in 
carrying it on.”

There is a branch of the pneumo-gastric 
oc respiration digestion nerve supplied to 
tLe passage of the ear, and it has been 
proved by experiment that stimulation of 
this nerve causes the vessels of digestion 
to dilate.

The insurrection in Cuba still con- 
tinues with all its perplexitles. I is 
dificult to perceive that any progress 
has thus far been made towards the 
pacii@ation of the island, or that th: 
situation of affairs as depicted in mi 
Jast annual message has in the least 
improved. 

If Spain still holds Hayana and the 
seaports and all the considerabl 
towns, the insurgents still roam at will 
over at least two-thirds of the inland 
country. If the determination of Spain 
to put down the insurrection seems but 
to strengthen with the lapSe of tme, 
and is evinced by her unhesitating de- 
votion of largely increased military and 
navai forces to the task, there is much 
reason to believe that the insurgents 
have gained in point of numbers an 
character and resources, and are none 
the less inflexible to their resolve not 
to succumb without practically secur-

If Spain has not yet re-established

The speciacle of utter ruin of an ad- 
joining country, by nature one of the 
most fertile and charming on the globe, 
would engage the serious attention of 
the Government and people of the 
United States in any circumstance, 
In point of fact, they have a concern 
with it which is by no means of a 
wholly sentimental or philanthropic 
character. '( | so near to us as to 
be hardly s.,.:ated from our terri- 
tory.

A Dotielt of Over 825,000,000 Keported for 
the Mast Year. 


The Secretary of the Treasury re- 
ports that during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1296, the receipts the Goy- 
ernment from all sources amounted 
$409,475,408,78, During th ame period 
its expenditures were $434,678,654.48, the 
excess of expenditures over receipts 
thus amounting to 6,203, 245,70. The 
ordinary expenditure during the year 
were $4,015,852.21 less than during the 
preceding fiscal year, 

Of the receipts mentioned, there was 
derived from customs the sum of $160,- 
021,751.67, und from internal revenue 
$148,820,615.66. The receipts from cus- 
toms show an increase of $7,863,134.22 
over those from the same source for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1895, and 
the receipts from internal revenue an 
increase of $3,584,530.91. 

The value of our imported dutiable 
mere during the last fiscal year 
was 470, and the value of free 
go00ds Imported $409,967,470, being an in- 
crease of $6,523,675 in the value of duti- 
able goods and $41,231,034 In the value 
of free goods over the preceding year. 

Our exports of merchandise, foreign 
and domestic, amounted in value to 
$882,060,938, being on increase over the 
preceding year of $75,068,773, The av- 
erage ad valorem duty paid on duti- 
able goods imported during the year 
was 4 per cent, 

The total amount 
during the last fiscal year was $112,- 
409,947 and of silver $60,541,670, being an 

* of $45,941,466 of gold and $13,- 

of silver over the exportations 
of the preceding fiscal aE The im- 
ports of gold were $3 and of 
silver $28,777,186, being 695 less of 
gold and $8,566,007 more of silver than 
during the preceding year. 

The total stock of metallic money in 
the United States at the close of the 
last fiscal year, which ended on Jure 
30, 1896, was $1,228,326,035, of rhich 
$599,697,964 was in gold and $628,728,071 
in silver. 

Of the first day of November, 1816, 
the total stock of money of all kinds 
In the country was $2,285,310,590, and 
the amount in circulation, not includ- 
ing that of the Treasury holdings, was 
$1,627,055,641, being 3 per capita up- 
on an estimated population of 71,902,- 
000. 

The total coinage at the mints of the 
United States during the fiscal year, 
which ended June 30, 1896, amounted to

The number of national banks or- 
ganized from the time the law author- 
izing their creation was passed up to 
Oct. 31, 1896, was 5051, and of this num- 
ber 3679 were at the date last mention- 
ed in active operation, having author- 
ized capital stock of $650,041 895.

peril and perplexity. I am more con- 
vinced than ever that we can have no 
assured financial peace and safety un- 
til the Government currency obliga- 
tions upon which gold may be demand- 
ed from the Treasury are withdrawn 
from circulation and cancelled. 

This plan of issuing bonds for the 
purpose of redemption certainly ap- 
pears to be the most effective and dl- 
rect path to the needed reform, In 
default of this, however, it would be @ 
step in the right direction if currency 
obligations redeemable in gold, when- 
ever so redeemed, should be can- 
celled instead of being re-issued. 
National banks should redeem their 
own notes. They should be allowed to 
issue circulation to the par value of 
bonds deposited as security for its re- 
demption and the tax on their circula- 
tlon should be reduced to one-fourth 
of 1 per cent? In considening projects 
for the retirement of U. 5. notes and 
Treasury notes issued under the law 
of 1890, I am of the opinion that we 
have placed too much stress upon the 
danger of contracting the cunnency 
and have calculated too little upon the 
gold that would be added to our cir- 
culation or invited to us by better and 
safer financial methods, It {s not so 
much a contraction of our currency 
that should be avoided as its unequal 
distribution. 

Another topic in which our people 
rightfully take a deep interest may 
be here briefly considered. I refer to 
the existence of trusts and other huge 
aggregations of capital, the object of 
which is to secure the monopoly of 
some particular branch of trade, in- 
dustry or commerce, and_ to stifle 
wholesome competition. When these 
are defended it is usually on the ground 
that, though they imorease profits, 
they also reduce prices, and thus may 
benefit the public. Such occasional 
results fall far short of compensating 
the palpable evils charged to the ac- 
count of trusts and monopolies. Their 
tendency is to crush out in- 
dividual independence and ‘to hin- 
der or prevent the free use 
of human faculties and the 
full development of human charac- 
ter. Through them the farmer, the

When, however, it is considered that 
those who bear the burdens of taxa- 
tion have no guaranty of honest care 
serving the fidelity of the public ser- 
vice, the duty of all possible retrench- 
ment 1s plainly manifest. When our 
differences are forgotten, and our con- 
tests of political opinion ane no long- 
er remembered, nothing in the retro- 
spect of our public service will be as 
fortunate and comforting as the re- 
collection of official duty well per- 
formed and the memory of a constant 
devotion to the interests of our con- 
fiding fellow-countrymen.

This ia-not the case. Any elector leg slly 
qualified may mark his ballot twico in any 
division in which his name appears on the 
list as a qualified votor but hoe can mark 
only one ballot paper in any one division. 
Tho section of the County Councils Act 
governing the matter 1s as follows 

«© The persons qualitied to vote for County 
Councillor shall be the persons qualilied to 
voteat the election of members of the 
Counoll of the local municipality, and ail 
local municipal Clerks and no others ; aud 
each person so qualified shall be entitled to 
As many votes as there are members of the 
County Council to be elected in this County 
Council division ; and he may, at his option, 
when there are two County Councillors to be 
elected, give both of his votes to one can- 
didate, in which case he shall place two 
crosses within the division of the ballot 
wherein is the name of such candidate. 


“But when any person, being a re sident 
voter, is on the voter’s list for two or more 
municipalities within any County Council 
division, he shall vote for County Councillors 
in that municipality only in which he re- 
sides, and only at the polling subdivision in 
which be resides, if he is entitled to yote at 
such polling place. In case a voter is not 
resident within the division, he shall yote 
only once within any division, whether his 
name is on the voters’ list of said division 
in more than one polling subdiviston or 
not,” 


The County Council of Hastings, which 
will be elected in January next, will con- 
sist of fourteen members, that is to say 
two members for each of the seven dis- 
tricts, into which the County has been 
divided, as already detailed in these 
columns. 

To illustrate the working of the ‘one 
man two votes” principle ; Suppose it to 
he in force in the election of two members 
of Parliament to represent a constituency 
of, say 23,000 voters, of whom 15,000 are 
of one party, and 8,000 of the other. The 
15,000 nominate John Smith. If they 
nominated a second candidate they could 
not elect him, because the 8,000 having 
nominated John Jones, could give him 
16,000 votes, as each voter could give his 
tyo votes to one candidate. The 8,000 
would accordingly mark their ballots thus : 


would give John Jones 16,000 votes. If 
the 15,000 nominated two men they would 
only split their strength in vain, as they 
could elect only one, and John Jones 
would head the poll. Theonly thing for 
the 15,000 to do would be to nominate only 
John Smith and give him their 30,000 
votes. In other words, there would 
no sense in havin an election at all.

Jams 
and jellies were the worst adulterated 
of all the samples examined. Out of 
165 samples examined, 25 were adul- 
terated. The attention of the depart- 
ment was for some years directed 
solely to the inspection of foods and 
drugs. The area of its operations was 
subsequently extended to take in fer- 
tilizers and articles of commerce large- 
ly used by the farmers of the coun- 
tiry. later paris green was an im- 
portant item, inasmuch as if not pure 
the agricul urist in using Was fre- 
quently undeceived only by the logs of 
a valuable crop, The results of the 
past year’s operations demonstrated 
that nearly 90 per cent. complied with 
the requirements of the act. A simil- 
lar improvement may be noted in ail 
classes of food excepting maple syrup, 
which was analyzed for the first time 
and has found to be in many cases 
adulterated with glucose, 

Mr. Robertson of Hamilton is in the 
Capital to-day to meet the Minister 
of Militia regarding the shoddy blan- 
kets scandal. The Minister states that 
he is detenmined to get ‘to the bottom 
of the matter and Mr. Robertson, as 
an expert in the manufacture of such 
goods, willl assist ‘him. 

A very fine specimen of blue sodality 
has just been placed in the Geological 
Museum after being polished. It was 
found in Hastings County by Mr, Bar- 
jow, and is the largest and most per- 
fect specimens of this formation ever 
seen here. 

Mr. Leferrier, secretary of the Hull 
School Board, wrote to-day to the Bri- 
tish Consul of Brazil, making enquiry 
about his son and daughter-in-law, 
who left with the Prench-Canadian 
emigrants on the Moravia a few 
months ago, He has never necelyed a 
letter and is very anxjous as to their 
position.
